Recent Price Hike in Steel 
Adds to Inflationary Pressure

It is encouraging to see that the 
advance in steel prices has caused 
as much interest—if .not as much 
anger and political heai.— m <~ori- 
gress as the drop in food costs in 
recent weeks. 


Joint Economic Committee, 
d by Senator Taft,: wants to 
know why this $5-a-ton rise in semi- 
finished products, . why it takes 
place at this time, and how come 
this uniform sum was announced 
almost simultaneously by the big 
steel companies. Those are perti- 
nent questions. 


One reason given for the increase 
is that coal and scrap' prices have 
gone up. A steel company officer, 
csked if it was also meant to take 
care of expected wage increases, 
said no, steel prices weren't high 
Miough to compensate for past in- 
«eases. 
i Yet the President's economic re- 
<port last month showed that pro- 
'fits of the industry's leading mern- 
'bers in 1947 would amount to more 
'than $430,000,000 after taxes — 
almost double-the biggest profit of 
any war. year and about three times 
the 1939 profits.

price advance is "nothing to get 
alarmed about," because it affects 
only a small percentage of total 
output. That reminds us of the visi- 
i«r from India who was complain- 
ing that the American press hac 
exaggerated the importance of the 
riots in his country, which actually 
had affected only 5 per cent of the 
population.

American Military Experts

Washington, March 9. —(UP) — 


Informed Senate sources said to- 
day American military authorities 
n Germany have abandoned their 
belief that the world is relatively 
safe from war for

years. 


These authorities are not neces- 
iarily predicting war, it was em- 
phasized, but they feel the march 
of world 
events 
challenges 
the 


validity of their earlier 10-year es- 
timate. 


It was learned that Defense Sec- 
retary James 
Forrestal 
passed 


along this gloomy report yesterday 
at his closed-door meeting with the 
Senate Armed Services Committee. 
His testimony was credited 
with 


spurring the 
committee 
to

immediate hearings on 
universal 
military training. - 


Forrestal, it was reported, 
told 
the senators that Gen. Lucius D. 
Clay, U. S. commander in Europe, 
no longer holds his belief that war 
in Europe is not imminent for at 
least a decade. Clay's is the dif- 
ficult job of dealing with Russian 
occupation forces in Germany and 
Austria.

restal's t e s t i m o n y was not

said, a formal protest to Moscow 
could be made by the State Depart- 
ment. 


Victim of the Vienna shooting 
was Pic. Jack Grunden, 18, ot 
Portland, Ore., who was attached 
to a military police 'battalion 
in 
the Austrian capital. Col. Bernard 
Hurless, the U. S. provost mar- 
shal mere, 
said 
Grunden 
was 
knocked down by a Russian guard 
and then shot in ihe back. 


Officials here said the shooting 


was a more serious example of the 
many incidents 
of friction 
that 


have resulted in the occupation of 
Germany and Austria. Despite all 
efforts to cooperate with me .Rus- 
sians, it was said, the Soviets fre- 
quently try to whitewash incidents 
with explanations that are' "insults 
to the intelligence" 
of American 
officers. 


Many of the incidents have in- 


volved fights between Americans 
and Russians over xvomen. 


Elfriede Elias, an Austrian girl, 


told an international patrol she was 
walking with 
Grunden 
when

Russian, insulted him and a scuffle 
resulted. The Russian called-"for 
help,,he said, and a Kussian guard 
came to the aid of his compatriot. 
She said the Russian 
knocked 
down Grunden with his rifle butt 
and then shot him. 


The girl later was spirited away 


by a Kussian patrol armed 
with 


bayonets,

_, Washing, March 8—(UP)— The 
Communist coup in Czechoslovakia 
lightened Russia's grip on the vast 
koda industrial ' empire—a Euro- 
"°an arsenal in.two world wars. 
Military experts said that, for 
all practical purposes, -Russia has 
f,een _fetjing what it wanted from 
the fakoda works since the Red 
armies marched through Czccho- 
slocakta during World War II. 


The men here who make it their 
business to estimate the Avar po- 
tential of the Communist and anti- 
Communist spheres long since had 
written off Skoda as a possible 
potential asset to the West. The 
Communist seizure of power a fort- 
night ago nailed down the estimate 
they said. 


The Skoda works consists of 35 


big plants which 
produce 
just 
about everything 
from 
plough- 
shares and and tractors to small 
arms ammunition and cannon. 
From 1932 to 1937, when Hitler's 
legions took over, Skoda produced 
14 per cent of the world's arma- 
ment exports. Hitler expanded it. 
Skoda has not chan'geci over en- 


tirely to peacetime production of 
farm, railroad 'and otner industrial 
equipment. Even now. it has ord- 
ers for armament's from Russia 
Iran, Sweden, Argentina, Yugosla- 
via and Switzerland.
